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FEATURE  ARTICLE 


"The  Type  1 and  2 Manning  Mystery"

I really  enjoy  collecting  U.S.  Large  Size 
currency  and  marvel  at  the  beauty  of  the 
workmanship  involved.  One  of  my  favorites  has  to 
be  the  $20  Silver  Certificates  of  1886-1891  with 
the  allegorical  figures  representing  Agriculture 
and  Industry.  The  portrait  on  the  face  of  this 
series  bears  the  likeness  of  Daniel  Manning, 
engraved  by  Lorenzo  J.  Hatch. 

These  late  19th  century  notes  have  become  quite 
scarce  in  any  grade.  They  are  highly  prized  in 
choice  new  state . Most  dealers  are  unable  to  keep 
them  in  stock  these  days  and  collectors  may  find  it 
nearly  impossible  to  complete  an  entire  set  by 
Friedburg  number.  They  just  aren't  out  there  to  be 
found  when  you  need  them.  It's  not  very  difficult 
to  figure  out  why  these  notes  weren't  saved  in 
great  number.  Twenty  dollars,  back  then,  was  a lot 
of  money  for  someone  to  stash  away!  Also,  people 
began  to  forget  who  Daniel  Manning  was  and  his 
place  in  history.  Everyone  knows  about  Lincoln, 
Grant,  Jackson,  Washington  and  Sherman  but  who  was 
Daniel  Manning? 

Daniel  Manning  was  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in 
President  Grover  Cleveland's  Administration.  He  was 
born  in  Albany,  New  York  on  May  16th,  1831.  Due  to 

his  father's  death,  young  Manning  left  school  at 
the  early  age  of  ten  years  to  become  a page  in  the 
State  Assembly  for  two  sessions.  He  then  obtained 
employment  as  "Office  Boy"  with  the  newspaper  "The 
Albany  Atlas."  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  began 
working  in  the  composing  room  to  learn  the 
printer's  trade.  In  1856  he  was  a reporter.  In 
1865  he  was  a part  owner  and  in  1873  he  was 
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president  .of  the  Argus  Company.  He  was  also 

prominent  in  the  affairs  of  The  Western  National 

Bank  of  New  York  City  until  his  death  on  December 
24,  1887. 

In  the  Spring  of  1996,  I made  a discovery 
concerning  the  last  of  the  Manning  notes . The 
iriedburg  number  322  has  Houston  B.  Teehee/John 
Burke  signatures  and  blue  seals.  After  examining 
approximately  20  percent  of  the  known  population 
(45-50)  of  notes,  I noticed  a difference  in  size 
between  the  Houston  B.  Teehee  signatures.  There 
were  two  different  sizes.  A large  and  a small 
signature!  Could  this  be  a new  variety?  I believe 
so  because  no  one  has  ever  had  the  opportunity  to 
closely  examine  so  many  322' s before.  So  far,  I've 
counted  almost  even  populations  of  large  and  small 
signatures.  I believe  the  small  size  came  first 
and  then  the  large  size  alternated  with  the  small 
near  the  middle  of  the  run.  It's  really  difficult 
to  say  presently  which  of  the  varieties  is  the 
rarest.  How  and  why  did  this  occur?  I believe  the 
answer  is  one  of  two  possibilities:  an  anti- 
counterfeiting device  or  perhaps  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  small  size  just  didn't  measure  up 
correctly  with  other  "Teehee"  signatures  on  other 
notes  of  that  time.  The  signature  was  probably 
increased  in  size  for  asymmetric  reasons.  In  other 
words,  it  was  disproportionate  to  the  Treasurer, 
John  Burke's  signature  and  other  existing  "Teehee" 
signed  notes.  A correction  was  in  order  and  I 
believe  the  size  increase  was  a deliberate  effort 
to  correct  a uniformity  problem,  not  merely  an 
accidental  one. 

I feel  that  all  of  the  criteria  is  met  here  to 
warrant  a "split"  variety  in  the  FR.#322  Manning 
notes;  a type  1 or  small  size  and  a type  2 or  large 
size  teehee  variety  note. 

In  a recent  article  by  Steve  Whitfield  (Paper 
Money,  vol.xxxiv  no . 1 Jan/Feb  1995,  SPMC) 
concerning  "The  type  or  variety  dilemma  for 
collectors  and  catalogers,"  the  author  pointed  out 
three  important  factors  involved  in  establishing 
type  or  variety  differences. 
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1.  Do  the  notes  appear  different  enough  that  the 
average  collector  will  want  to  obtain  both  of  them? 

2 . Are  the  notes  available/affordable  enough  to 
collect? 

3.  Is  there  a truly  significant  difference  in  the 
notes? 

I would  be  tempted  to  respond  positively  to  all 
three  questions.  In  my  opinion,  any  large  or  small 
printed  text  easily  noticed  should  be  listed 
accordingly  in  catalogs. 

Perhaps  the  Register  himself  noticed  the  small 
size  and  requested  the  correction  be  done.  Maybe 
someone  made  the  correction  during  the  engraving 
process  without  direction  or  request . 

At  this  time  we  can't  be  absolutely  certain  of 
how  the  size  increase  came  about.  I think  I've 
offered  some  ideas  as  to  why  it  happened.  I'm  most 
interested  in  obtaining  photocopies  of  more  of 
these  notes.  Any  assistance  to  my  research  would 
be  gratefully  appreciated. 

Next  year's  Official  "Blackbook"  price  guide  of 
U.S.  Paper  Money  will  include  this  newly  discovered 
variety . 

The  St.  Louis  National  & World  Paper  Money  Sale, 
held  by  R M Smythe  in  October,  1996,  will  be 
including  a VG-Fine  pair  of  these  discovery  notes.

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VARIETIES  OF  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES

REENTERED  PLATES 

In  the  process  of  plate  preparation  for  national  bank  notes,  by  either  the 
private  bank  note  companies  in  New  York  City  or  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  in  Washington,  DC,  hardened  steel  rollers  were  used  to  press  the 
various  design  elements  individually  into  soft  steel  plates  (in  four  positions  for 
$5  plates).  The  rollers  contained  elements  such  as  the  borders;  various 
vignettes;  the  bank  title;  city  or  town  and  state;  the  plate  date;  and  the 
Treasury  signatures.  A record  was  kept  in  a plate  history  ledger  of  the  roll 
numbers  used  to  prepare  the  plates  of  each  bank. 

By  the  time  the  Bureau  took  over  the  printing  of  the  faces  of  national 
bank  notes  in  mid-1875,  the  technology  for  refurbishing  old  plates  by  re- 
pressing (or  reentering)  the  worn  design  elements  was  well  known,  and 
probably  had  already  been  used  by  the  private  companies.  Occasionally, 
when  a plate  began  to  show  excessive  wear,  the  engraving  staff  would  usually 
retrieve  the  appropriate  rolls  and  reenter  the  design  elements  into  the  worn 
plate,  as  this  was  much  less  expensive  than  making  a new  plate.  The  process 
of  transferring  a design  from  a roll  to  a plate  required  such  tremendous 
pressures  that  some  existing  design  elements  were  often  eradicated.  For 
example,  when  the  vignettes  were  reentered  on  $5  plates,  the  plate  position 
letters  were  close  enough  to  the  vignette  that  the  original  plate  letters  were 
obliterated.  It  was  then  necessary  to  reenter  the  plate  position  letters,  and 
they  usually  did  not  fall  exactly  in  the  same  places. 

By  mid- 1878,  the  Bureau  began  placing  a tiny  star  near  the  upper  plate 
position  letter  on  most  reentered  plates  to  distinguish  the  notes  printed  from 
them.  However,  as  you  will  see  later,  some  of  the  early  reentered  plates  did 
not  have  this  tiny  star  on  them.  Also,  most  of  the  plates  reentered  in  1878 
bear  the  Treasury  signatures  of  Scofield  and  Gilfillan,  who  were  in  office  at 
the  time,  even  though  other  signatures  were  on  the  plate  prior  to  reentry. 
From  1879  on,  it  seems  that  reentered  plates  would  still  bear  the  same 
Treasury  signature  combination  that  had  been  on  the  plate  earlier. 
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1 . A close-up  of  the  typical  five-pointed  star  found  on  most  reentered 
Series  of  1875  or  Series  of  1882  plates. 


STARS  ON  NOTES  FROM  REENTERED  PLATES 

In  May  1990,  I met  Peter  Huntoon  at  the  National  Archives  in 
Washington,  DC.  He  had  just  found  and  was  examining  a large  batch  of 
correspondence  and  reports  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency.  The  documents  were  dated 
between  1878  and  1896,  and  indicated  that  various  plates  had  been  reentered 
and  that  small  stars  had  been  placed  on  these  plates.  The  earliest  of  these 
reports  was  dated  June  28,  1878,  and  concerned  the  Series  of  1875  $5  plate 
for  "The  Union  National  Bank  of  Weymouth,  MA,"  Charter  510.  These 
reports  listed  the  reentering  and  starring  of  142  plates,  including  all 
denominations,  from  Si  to  $100,  Series  of  1875  plates  and  all  denominations 
of  Series  of  1882  plates.  The  $5  Series  of  1875  plates  were  by  far  the  most 
common.  (Huntoon,  United  States  Large  Size  National  Bank  Notes,  1995) 

I have  found  these  notes  with  the  small  stars  designating  reentered  plates, 
to  be  a very  interesting  group.  Generally  however,  I do  not  feel  that  these 
notes  are  rarities  even  though  they  are  much  less  common  than  other  issues. 
As  these  stars  are  quite  small  on  the  notes,  they  have  been  and  quite  often  go 
unnoticed,  as  collector's  generally  focus  on  the  bank  of  issue  and  the  type  of 
note.  There  are,  of  course,  some  oddities  or  unusual  issues  that  could  be 
considered  quite  rare.  Actually,  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  the  notes  issued 
from  a particular  plate  before  it  was  reentered  and  starred.  In  this  chapter,  I 
will  describe  some  interesting  and  unusual  reentered  notes  from  the  Series  of 
1875  issues.  I will  cover  the  Series  of  1882  reentered  notes  in  a later  chapter. 
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During  1989,  I observed  for  the  first  time,  two  Series  of  1875  $5  notes 
from  the  same  bank  and  the  same  plate  position,  without  and  with  the  small 
star  at  the  upper-left  plate  position  letter.  At  the  time,  I did  not  have  much 
knowledge  about  the  reentering  process.  1 first  assumed  that  these  two  notes 
from  Charter  1067,  "The  Mercantile  National  Bank  of  the  City  of  New 
York,"  must  have  come  from  two  different  plates,  as  the  plate  position  letters, 
the  Treasury  signatures,  and  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  logos  were 
all  obviously  in  slightly  different  locations  on  the  notes.  1 later  learned  that 
this  was  what  usually  happened  when  a plate  was  reentered.

On  an  April  1991  visit  to  the  Smithsonian  in  Washington,  DC,  I examined 
the  two  $5  proof  sheets  from  the  plate  that  produced  the  Charter  1067  notes. 
In  the  bottom  selvage  of  both  proof  sheets  there  is  an  identical  "cross"  plate 
mark,  proving  that  the  proof  sheets  and  the  two  notes  were  from  the  same 
plate.  A Bureau  report,  dated  June  13,  1884,  indicated  that  this  plate  had 
been  reentered  and  starred.

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UNUSUAL  $5  REENTERED  PLATES 


I have  seen  a few  notes  and  examined  a few  sheets  in  the  Smithsonian, 
with  and  without  stars,  from  plates  that  were  obviously  reentered,  for  which 
no  reports  were  found.  In  most  of  these  instances,  the  Treasury  signature 
combinations  were  changed  to  "Scofield-Gilfillan"  indicating  to  me  that  the 
reentries  probably  took  place  in  1878.  The  most  unusual  of  these  is  the  $5 
Series  of  1875  reentered  plate  for  Charter  917,  "The  National  Shoe  and 
Leather  Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York,  NY,"  which  bears  an  eight-pointed 
star  under  the  upper  plate  position  letter,  rather  than  the  usual  five-pointed 
star  to  the  left  of  this  letter.  There  were  five  1 ,000  sheet  deliveries  of  $5 
notes  to  the  Comptroller  for  this  bank  between  April  24,  1878,  and  May  4, 
1878.  I believe  the  plate  was  probably  reentered  in  April  1878  and  these 
deliveries  occurred  soon  thereafter.  This  odd  star  may  have  been  the  first  or 
an  experimental  way  of  marking  reentered  plates.

4.  A Series  of  1875  note  from  Charter  917,  with  the  odd  eight-pointed  star 
under  the  plate  position  letter  and  the  Treasury  signatures  of  Scofield  and 
Gilfillan  and  a close-up  of  the  eight-pointed  star.  The  Smithsonian  proof 
sheet  for  this  bank,  before  reentering,  bears  the  Treasury  signatures  of  Allison 
and  New. 
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A reentered-starred  note  that  is  very  puzzling  to  me  is  a Series  of  1875  $5 
note  with  "Allison-Gilfillan"  Treasury  signatures.  The  note  is  from  Charter 
1036,  "The  National  Bank  of  North  America  of  Providence,  RI."  This  bank's 
$5  plate  was  converted  from  the  Original  Senes  issue  to  the  Series  of  1875  in 
very  late  1875  or  very  early  1876.  A Smithsonian  proof  sheet  for  this  bank 
bears  the  "Allison-New"  Treasury  signatures  as  expected.  A second 
Smithsonian  proof  sheet  is  starred  and,  as  on  the  mentioned  note,  bears  the 
Treasury  signatures  of  Allison  and  Giffillan,  who  were  in  office  concurrently 
from  July  1877  to  March  1878.  However,  the  Bureau  letter  reporting  the 
reentry  of  this  bank's  $5  plate  was  dated  December  11,  1879.  I just  do  not 
understand  why  the  "Allison-Gilfillan"  Treasury  signatures  are  on  the 
reentered  plate.  While  we  can  usually  determine  the  reasons  for  most  issuing 
variations,  there  always  seems  to  be  a few  issues  that  do  not  make  sense  or 
have  logical  explanations. 
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5.  A Series  of  1875  reentered-starred  note  from  Charter  1036,  with  bank 
serial  13460,  from  a delivery  to  the  Comptroller  on  December  31,  1879,  with 
Treasury  Signatures  of  Allison  and  Gilfillan. 
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UNUSUAL  $10  REENTERED  PLATES 


I have  observed  two  unusual  $10  reentered-plate  notes.  The  first  is  a note 
from  Charter  1366,  "The  National  Bank  of  Commerce  of  Providence,  Rl." 
Instead  of  the  usual  five-pointed  star,  this  note  bears  a six-pointed  asterisk. 
This  was  one  of  the  earliest  reentered  10-10-10-20  plates,  and  was  reported 
as  reentered  in  a BEP  letter  to  the  Comptroller  dated  November  3,  1880. 
Perhaps,  this  was  also  an  early  experimental  method  of  marking  this  plate 
combination.

Huntoon's  research  found  only  one  report 
of  this  plate  being  reentered.  The  report  was  dated  March  25,  1884.  As  the 
note  bears  two  stars,  I would  assume  this  plate  was  reentered  either  wholly  or 
partially  on  two  different  occasions.

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THE  DISAPPEARING  VARIETY  3 FACE  VIGNETTES 


I have  observed,  that  if  a Series  of  1875  $5  plate  had  been  converted  from 
an  Original  Series  plate  that  originally  had  Variety  2 face  vignettes,  the  plate 
when  reentered  would  also  still  bear  Variety  2 vignettes.  Likewise,  if  Variety 
4 face  vignettes  were  on  a plate,  they  would  also  appear  on  the  reentered 
plate.  However,  if  the  original  plate  had  Variety  3 face  vignettes,  the 
reentered  plate  would  then  bear  Variety  4 vignettes  or  occasionally  Variety  2 
vignettes.  Apparently,  the  rolls  with  the  Variety  3 vignettes  no  longer  existed 
in  the  1870s  and  1880s. 

This  situation  created  another  interesting  group  of  notes  with  vignette 
variety  exceptions  that  took  me  several  years  to  figure  out.  In  November 
1985,  I saw  the  first  note  that  became  a part  of  this  group.  It  was  a $5  note 
from  "The  North  National  Bank  of  Boston,  MA,"  Charter  525,  from  a 
reentered  and  starred  plate  with  Variety  2 vignettes,  the  1864  Act  date,  and  a 
plate  date  of  Oct.  6,  1864.  Next,  a plate  position  "D"  note  from  "The 
Continental  National  Bank  of  Boston,  MA,"  Charter  524,  surfaced  that  had 
Variety  4 vignettes,  the  "Scofield-Gilfillan"  Treasury  signature  combination, 
and  also  a plate  date  of  Oct.  6,  1864.  hi  June  1989,  on  one  of  my  earlier 
short  visits  of  a few  hours  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington,  DC, 
we  examined  a small  group  of  Massachusetts  "First  Charter"  proof  sheets. 
Here,  I observed  two  different  Series  of  1875  $5  sheets  on  the  Charter  524 
bank.  One  bore  plate  position  letters  A-B-C-D,  the  Variety  3 vignettes  and 
the  "Allison-New"  Treasury  signature  combination.  The  other  sheet  also  had 
plate  position  letters  A-B-C-D,  bore  Variety  4 vignettes  and  the  "Scofield- 
Gilfillan"  Treasury  signatures,  as  on  the  note  I had  previously  seen.  Again, 
my  first  impression  was  simply  that  there  were  two  different  plates. 

By  my  April  1991  visit  to  the  Smithsonian  I had  developed  a much  better 
understanding  of  the  reentered  plate  process.  On  this  trip,  I was  there  for 
several  days  and  had  more  time  to  examine  the  proof  sheets.  Upon  close 
scrutiny  of  a few  sheets  (from  banks  in  the  Charter  460  to  525  range),  that 
now  bore  Variety  4 vignettes,  I could  actually  see  the  remains  of  the  larger 
left  side  and  top  of  the  Variety  3 tree  in  the  right-hand  vignette.  One  of  these 
sheets  was  from  Charter  524,  and  I then  realized  that  it  was  from  a reentered 
plate.  This  plate  had  not  been  starred,  indicating  that  some  of  the  earliest 
reentered  plates  did  not  have  these  tiny  stars  added.  Also,  no  report  was 
found  for  this  reentry.

More  recently,  I took  a much  closer  look  at  the  Charter  525  note,  and  I 
could  actually  see  slight  remains  of  the  top  of  the  Variety  3 tree  on  this  note. 
Then  on  a short  visit  to  the  Smithsonian  in  January  1995,  I examined  more 
closely  the  proof  sheet  for  this  bank,  where  1 also  saw  the  remains  of  the 
Variety  3 trees  on  the  sheet.  The  report  indicating  the  reentry  of  this  plate 
was  dated  May  2,  1879.  The  reentered  plate  continued  to  bear  the  same 
"Allison-New"  signature  combination  that  it  had  before  reentry. 

Another  bank  that  has  also  fallen  into  this  group  is  "The  National  Hide 
and  Leather  Bank  of  Boston,  MA,"  Charter  460.  The  only  Charter  460  proof 
sheet  in  the  Smithsonian  collection  bears  Variety  3 vignettes  and  the  "Allison- 
New"  Treasury  signature  combination.  In  August  1994,  a Series  of  1875  $5 
note  from  plate  position  "C"  surfaced  bearing  Variety  4 vignettes  and  the 
"Allison-New"  Treasury  signatures,  but  no  star.  The  note  from  an  A-B-C-D 
plate,  with  bank  serial  number  10432,  was  in  a delivery  to  the  Comptroller  on 
September  20,  1878.  I feel  this  plate  was  probably  reentered  in  mid-1878,  a 
little  before  this  note  was  delivered  to  the  Comptroller.  Also,  the  delivery 
containing  this  note  was  the  first  of  five  1,000  sheet  deliveries  between 
September  20,  1878,  and  October  3,  1878,  beginning  with  bank  serial  10001. 
The  previous  delivery  of  $5  notes  to  the  Comptroller  for  this  bank  was  on 
June  20,  1877,  including  bank  serials  7501  to  10000.  It  is  possible  that  only 
the  vignettes  were  reentered  here,  while  the  Treasury  signatures,  which  were 
usually  changed  on  plates  reentered  in  1878,  were  left  alone  in  this  instance. 
I do  not  believe  this  was  a replacement  plate. 
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12.  A Series  of  1 875  proof  from  Charter  515,  which  now  bears  the  Variety 
2 tree  in  the  right-hand  vignette.  The  left-hand  vignette  remains  the  Variety  3 
vignette.  However,  no  Series  of  1875  $5  notes  were  ever  sent  to  this  bank.

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THE  MISSING  V AND  7 ON  REENTERED  PLATES 


I have  observed  two  notes  from  two  different  reentered-starred  Series  of 
1875  $5  plates,  where  the  V after  Cash  and  the  7 after  Pres  are  missing.  The 
notes  are  from  Charter  376,  "The  Central  National  Bank  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  NY,"  and  Charter  414,  "The  Second  National  Bank  of  Baltimore,  MD." 
On  the  Series  of  1875  proofs  in  the  Smithsonian,  from  these  plates  before 
reentering,  the  V and  7 are  present. 

The  only  other  national  bank  notes  I have  observed  with  the  missing  7* 
and  7 variation  are  the  Charter  307,  Original  Series  $5  notes  mentioned  in  the 
previous  chapter.  Perhaps  the  Charter  307  notes  are  from  a very  early 
reentered  plate,  and  the  small  "2"  under  the  lower  plate  position  letter  may 
denote  such  an  occurrence. 

I have  also  observed  in  the  Smithsonian,  a third  Series  of  1875  $5  starred 
proof  sheet  where  the  7*  and  7 are  missing.  This  was  a proof  sheet  for 
Charter  87,  "The  Third  National  Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York,  NY." 
Curiously,  the  'r  and  7 are  present  on  an  issued  note  from  the  first  delivery  for 
this  bank  after  the  reentering.  The  plate  reentry  was  reported  in  a BEP  letter 
dated  November  4,  1879.  I do  not  have  any  explanation  of  why  this  variation 
occurred  on  a few  plates  or  why  it  was  corrected  on  the  Charter  87  plate.

This  note  has  a 
faded  Treasury  seal  and  charter  numbers. 
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PLATES  THAT  BORE  THREE  DIFFERENT  SETS 
OF  TREASURY  SIGNATURES 


There  were  several  ways  that  an  early  national  bank  note  plate  could  have 
had  three  different  sets  of  Treasury  signatures  during  its  usable  life.  One  of 
these  small  groups  included  those  banks  that  had  an  early  title  change,  while 
issuing  Original  Series  or  Series  of  1875  notes.  Of  course,  this  group  only 
included  banks  whose  plates  were  altered  from  the  first  title  to  the  second 
title.  An  example  is  the  Charter  456,  Watkins,  NY,  bank  illustrated  in  Part  8. 
In  this  case,  the  first  set  of  Treasury  signatures  was  "Chittenden-Spinner." 
The  second  set  was  "Allison-Spinner,"  after  the  title  change  in  early  1875, 
and  "Allison-New"  after  the  plate  was  converted  to  the  Series  of  1875. 

Another  small  group  included  those  whose  plates  were  reused  when  the 
bank  reorganized  and  re-chartered  with  the  same  or  nearly  the  same  title. 
When  the  new-charter-number  replacement  bank  kept  the  same  title  as  the 
predecessor  bank,  the  only  changes  on  the  plate  would  be  the  plate  date  and 
the  Treasury  signatures.  While  this  probably  occurred  for  a couple  of  banks 
during  the  Original  Series  issue,  including  the  Charter  1102  to  2090, 
Richmond,  IN,  bank,  I can  only  confirm  these  plate  alterations  for  some 
replacement  banks  between  1877  and  1882.  This  includes  the  5-5-5-5,  the 
10-10-10-10,  and  the  20-20-20-50  plates  for  the  Charter  34  to  2493, 
Rondout,  NY  bank  that  re-chartered  in  November  1880.  In  this  case,  these 
Charter  34  plates  bore  the  "Chittenden-Spinner"  Treasury  signatures  during 
the  Original  Series  issues.  Then  "Allison-New"  after  the  plates  were 
converted  to  the  Series  of  1875,  where  the  plate  date  remained  Nov.  2,  1863. 
When  the  plates  were  altered  for  the  Charter  2493  bank,  they  then  bore  the 
Treasury  signatures  of  "Scofield-Gilfillan"  and  a plate  date  of  Oct.  30,  1880. 
These  re-chartered  banks  will  be  covered  in  detail  in  a later  chapter. 

The  third  small  group  included  some  plates  of  banks  that  were  chartered 
in  territories  rather  than  states  during  the  Original  Series  issue.  A good 
example  was  Charter  2110,  Laramie  City,  WY,  which  issued  Original  Series 
notes  with  the  "Allison-Spinner"  Treasury  signatures.  The  $5  plate  with  the 
territorial  designation  was  then  converted  to  the  Series  of  1875  and  bore  the 
"Allison-Wyman"  signatures.  When  Wyoming  achieved  statehood  in  1 890,  I 
believe  the  plate  was  altered  slightly,  removing  the  territorial  designation, 
changing  the  plate  date,  and  the  Treasury  signatures  to  "Rosecrans-Huston." 
Notes  from  these  last  two  issues  were  illustrated  in  Part  Four  of  this  series. 
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A fourth  small  group  occurred  when  the  BEP  changed  the  Treasury 
signatures  on  the  early  reentered  plates  during  1878.  The  first  set  of  Treasury 
signatures  on  these  plates  would  be  for  the  Original  Series  issue,  including 
Spinner  as  Treasurer.  The  second  set  would  be  those  signatures  on  plates 
converted  before  1878,  to  the  Series  of  1875.  Then,  the  third  set  would  be 
those  signatures  after  such  plates  were  reentered.

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19.  A Series  of  1875  note  of  Charter  24,  with  the  small  star,  from  the 
reentered  plate  which  now  bears  the  Treasury  signatures  of  Scofield  and 
Gilfillan.  Circled  are  slight  remains  of  the  "Chittenden- Spinner"  and  the 
"Allison-New"  signatures  that  were  previously  on  this  plate. 
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20.  An  Original  Series  note  of  Charter  414,  from  plate  position  D,  with 
"Chittenden-Spinner"  Treasury  signatures,  and  a later  note  of  Charter  414, 
also  from  plate  position  D,  with  the  "Allison-New"  Treasury  signatures,  after 
the  plate's  conversion  to  the  Series  of  1 875. 


21.  A Series  of  1 875  note  of  Charter  4 1 4,  from  the  reentered  plate  with  the 
small  star,  "Scofield-Gilfillan"  Treasury  signatures,  the  third  set  engraved  on 
this  plate,  and  lacking  the  7*  and  7. 
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In  total,  these  four  groups  do  not  include  many  banks  that  one  could  be 
reasonably  certain  the  three  notes  were  actually  from  the  same  plate.  At  one 
time,  I did  not  know  if  I would  ever  see  the  three  notes  to  complete  one  of 
these  sets.  However,  with  some  good  luck,  the  three  Charter  414,  Baltimore, 
MD,  notes  surfaced.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  find  even  two  of  the  notes 
where  a set  of  three  is  possible.
